Among the Texans is Zach Lamar Cobb, 
the young Georgian who moved to tne 
Lone Star State several years 4g0, and 
has since won prominence in state and 
national politics as well as built up a 
very fine law practice.

IN HABERSHAM 


Col. Wade Declares Freeze 
Ruined Northeast Geor- 
gia Fruit, 


Cornelia, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel I. C. Wade, one of the largest fruit 
growers of this section, reports that the 
orchards have been very s@riously dam- 
aged by the recent freeze and that the 
peach crop in north Georgia has been 
practically ruined for this season. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
he said: 

“ene destructive freeze of last night 
has practicaliy put the peach men in 
northeast Georgia out of business. From 
present indicauuons, there will oniy be, in 
my opinion, a few fine peaches op the 
hill tops, as a close examination 36 hours 
after the freeze shows a few in pertect 
condition. These will probably be sent 
out on express orders, as there will not 
be many to ship by the car load. The 
frost. of the !7th did no damage to the 
comimercial orcliards on the hill tops, but 
the freeze of Jast night, with ice one- 
fourth an inch thick, when the thermom- 
eter went down as low as 25 or 26 de- 
grees, meant ruin for the peach grower. 

“However, this will probably !ead to 
better cultivation and 
peaches next season that has ever been 
raised in north §'eorgia, for the planters

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NOTED SUIT 


Judge Speer Decrees Felder 
Must Pay $19,000 
for Suit. 


Following is an account of the suit 


of T. 8S. Felder, against the Corbin 
EPanking Company, which appeared in 


The New York Tribune on April 6. | 


Vhis suit is well known to a large 
mumber of Georgians, and especially in 
Macon end Americus, says The Macon 
Telegraph. 

Mr. Felder was a resident of Americus 
at the time the litigation began, and 
this brought the suit before Judge Emory 
Sgeer, in the United States court, in 
this city. J. N. Tally was standing 
master, and took a large amount of testi- 
mony. His finding was against Mr. 
Felder. 2 

When a cross biil was filed in the 
court here by the Corbin Banking Com- 
pany, Judge Speer again decided against 
Mr, Felder, and the decree which Is 
mentioned in the account of the New 
York paper was the last act performed 
by the United States court in the litiga- 
tion. The account is as follows: 

“The last feature in the protracted 
litigation between the Corbin Banking 
Company and Thomas 8S. Felder, now 
one of the leading citizens of Nashville, 
Tenn., is a decree against Felder by 
‘Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States circuit court, in the southern 
district of Georgia. Felder must pay 
$19,000. 

“Feider was a »protege of the late 
Zustin Corbin. After Mr. Corbin’s 
death, in 1896, Felder ‘instituted suit 
agaipst-George S. Edgell, as surviving 

Ttner, and Austin Corbin, Jr., saying 
that he was entitled to one-half of the 
Profits of the department in his charge 
earned after he came to New York. 
A receiver was appointed and assets 
worth more than $1,000,000 were tied 
up to secure Feller’s claim, but after- 
werds released on the giving of heavy 
bonds. 

“In March, 1903, Judge Speer handed 
Gown a decision against Felder. The 
proceedings since were to determine 
huw much Felder should pay the Cor- 
bin Banking Company to reimburse it 
for resisting suit. 

“Mr. Felder married Miss Nettie Belle 
Smith, daughter of Milton H. Smith, 
president of the Louisvile and Nash- 
ville railroad. Mr. and Mrs. . Felder 
went to Nashville and became acquainted 
with Samuel M. Murphy, who owned 
about all of the street railroads in Ten- 
nessee. When Mr. Murphy died, in 
December, 1900, he left practically his 
entire estate of more than $1,500,000 
‘to the Felders. 

“The defendants, George S. Edgell 
and Austin Corbin, are well known bank- 
ers in this city.’’
